WASHINGTON, April 80.—After a 
long and sometimes storrhy session, the 
Republican’ memibers of the House of 
Representatives adjourned @ caucus not 
long before’ midnight tonight without 
coming to any decisien on the bonus bill 
Lreported today by the Ways and Means 
Committee to provide bonuses for former 
soldiers and sailors of the World War. 

The climax of the session was a spééch 
by Representative Fordney of Michigan, 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, in whith he charged his party 
associates. with cowardice in not acting 
on the measure. He wanted action then 
and there, but the opposition to the bill 
was too great, and an adjournment was 
taken, subject-to the call of the caucus 
Chairman, 

This means that the bill will net be

Many members said they 
had not had time to study the Ways and 
Means Committee ‘measure, and did not 
care to vote until they had had the op- 
portunity to do so. 

The opinion of many well-informed 
Republicans is that a mistake has been 
made in taking up bonus legislation at 
this time, and that the party adherents 
in the House have placed thémselves in 
a@-position that will embarrass them in 
the coming national campaign.

Eastern Campaign Manager Declares 
Senator Seeks Party Harmony. 


If Senator Hiram W. Johnson is not 
nominated at the Republican National 
Convention he will not hold any grudgés 
and will not head a third party ticket, 
no. matter how much William R. Hearst 
or any one aise’ may urge him, was the 
assertion made yesterday by Angus Mc- 
Sween, Senator Johnson's Eastern cam- 
paign manager. 

Mr. McSween said any talk of a‘‘ bolt” 
by -Senator Johnson was “ absurd and 
unw@ranted.”” It might as well be

In 
their application, the Johnson managers 
do not charge ‘fraud was committed, 
but allege at errors: were made: in 
the count of the ballots by election dis- 
trict inspectors. 

The vere county boards of elec- 
tions will be asked to furnish an esti- 
mate of the cost of such a proceeding, 
if a recount is granted. It is’ estimated 
that such a proceeding will cost in the 
neighborhood of $100,000, but the John- 
son managers hope to avoid this ex- 
pense having the ballots in five coun- 
ties counted first. If it should be shown 
that no errors or ay was committed, 
it is then purposed to drop all furth 
proceedings 

The five counties in which the .John- 
son people want the ballots examin 
first are Essex, Morris, Gioucester, 
Camden‘ and Cape May. If it should be 
shown that Senator Johnson defeated 
his rival the State, will be obliged to pay 
the. expense of the recount. In the 
meantime, however, the Johnson mana- 
gers will be ‘required to file a bond with 
the State authorities covering the. possi- 
ble expense.

A MILD REVOLUTION. 

The Bolshevist organ Isvestia, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Berlin, 
where copies of the issue in question 
have been received, has just published 
an interesting report. of the activities 
of the Extraordinary Commission for 
Combating the Counter-Revolution. 
During the years 1918 and 1919 this 
body put to death, in Moscow and 
Petrograd alone, 9,641 person's. Those 
two cities contained at most not more 
than 8 or 4 per cent. of the popula-

“MAY DAY IN FRANCE. 

"At the instigation of extremist lead- 
ers representing, it is said, only a 
minority of the membership, the 
French Railroad Workers’ - Federation 
has decided to strike on May Day 
~| with the purpose of forcing the Gov- 
ernment-to consent to nationalization. 
It is a direct action strike for polit- 
ical objects. It is notorious that the 
General Federation of Labor was cold 
to it, as to the recent railway strike. 
These extremists, however, ‘have 
forced the hand of the General Labor 
Federation, which has issued a procla- 
mation ordering ‘‘ the total stoppage 
** of the economic life of. the country 
‘*to manifest the will of the workers 
‘*to have their i te claims 
‘« granted.’’. The Federation also de- 
mands nationalization. This, general 
strike is to be regarded as a *‘ dem- 
r| onstration.’’. In their loyalty to the 
union the workers will lose a day.

No- 
body, however, has any doubt of those 
facts and they do not need proving. 

On the other /narnd, a general strike, 
whether it be long or short, divides its 
consequences and injuries among all 
classes, and those who will feel them 
first and most severely are those least 
prepared with accumulated resources to 
meet a cessation of supplies. 

A general strike for a single day is 
not much more terrifying for the great 
majority of people than is the arrival 
of Sunday or the adding of a new holi-{ 
day to the calendar. A general strike 
lasting for a week would make grave 
trouble in any city for all -excépt the 
rich, but one thatMasted a month would 
be—there is no necessity to detail its 
appalling effects, for long before the 
month was up work would be resumed 
as the one measure by which the idle 
millions could avoid starvation. 

So far as can be remembered, there 
has never been even a brief general 
strike that involved all the workers .of 
a single nation, and none ofan extent 
deserving to be called really wide has 
persisted: for more than two. or three 
days. <As a threat. the device has a 
certain efficiency; in application the 
strikers are sure to be more hurt than 
those whom they think their enemies 
and whom they are trying to coerce.
